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AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND THE COURTS 

ORDINANCE, 1924. 

No. 15 of 1925. 

BE IT ENACTED by the High Commissioner for Palestine, 
with the advice of the Advisory Council thereof. 

1. This Ordinance may be cited as the Courts (Amendment) 
Ordinance, 1925. 

2. The following clause shall be substituted for sub-section 
1 of Section 13 of the Courts Ordinance, 1924:- 

“(1) The persons qualified to be appointed as British 
Judges are: 

(a) British Judges of any Court in Palestine already ap¬ 
pointed at the commencement of this Ordinance; 

(b) any person, being a British* subject, who has been 
duly admitted to practise as a barrister-at-law, or advocate in 
any part of His Majesty’s Dominions, or in any territory which 
is under His Majesty’s protection, or in any territory in respect 
of which His Majesty has accepted a Mandate from the League 
of Nations, and who is in any case of not less than three years’ 
standing: 

Provided that for the purpose of a temporary appointment 
in case ol the illness or absence of a Judge or of a vacancy 
in the office of a Judge, the High Commissioner may, if expe¬ 
dient, appoint some fit and proper person who may not be 
qualified as above.”
